tance and faith in the blood of 
a crucified Saviour, whose pre- 
cious life had been taken by 
their own wicked hands, could 
ever blot out. But thank God it 
is not so with the righteous. 

The text says that the preach- 
ing of the cross is to us, that 
are saved, the power of God, 
and it is true we see our Sa- 
viour dying on the cruel tree, 
but we do not look upon, ‘his 
terrible scene as a victory c: a 
blood-thirsty mob of murderers.

“And it came to pass, that as 
he was praying in a_ certain 
place, that when he ceased, one 
of his disciples said unto him; 
Lord, teach us to pray, as John 
also taught his disciples.” Luke 
11:1. 


I feel like repeating the words 
of the disciples and _ saying, 
“Lord, teach me to pray.” To 
learn from Christ how to: pray 
is to learn the greatest lesson 
from the greatest teacher. 


There is nothing more impor- 
tant in the Christian life than 
prayer. It is the food of the 
soul; without it we would soon 
die spiritually, I believe that is 
why so many are 
dead they left off prayer.

backslider will tell you that the 
reason they backslid was that 
they left off prayer. 


One brother that lad been in| 


the habit of praying every 
morning before he went to work

trouble.” 

Many that have gotten into 
trouble could say this. 

In this day of rush even the 
Christian people are not taking 
time to pray as much as they 
ought, they say, “I am so busy 
J,cannot take time to pray.” If 


‘” You have so much business that 


you can’t take time to pray you 
have more business than you 
need; it is more important to 
leave off some of your business 
than to leave off prayer. The 
more you have to do the more 
you should pray. 

James Hamilton tells of a 
gallant officer pursued by an 
overwhelming force when he 
discovered that his saddle girt 
was loose, he coolly dismounted, 
repaired the girt by tightening 
buckle and then dashed away, 
the wise delay to repair dam- 
ages sent him on in safety, amid 
the hurrahs of his comrades. 
The Christian soldier who hur- 
ries away in the morning with- 
out stopping for prayer and 
Bible study will be apt to ride all 
day with a broken buckle and 
should he be pursued by the 
enemy he will meet with defeat 
and disaster. 


“Lord, teach me to pray.” I 
had rather know how to pray 
than to preach; preaching is 
talking to men but prayer is 
talking to God.

| The Bible definition of prayer 
{is calling upon God or asking 
|Him for something, “Then be- 
gan men to call upon the name 
of the Lord.” Gen. 4:26. “And 
Abraham planted a_ grove in 
Beersheba, and called there on 
the name of the Lord, the ever- 
lasting God.” Gen. 21:33. 
“Whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be say- 
ed.” Rom. 10:13. Jesus called 
prayer asking something of God. 
He says, “Ask and it shall be 
given unto you. And all things, 
whatsoever ye shall ask in 
prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive. If ye shall ask anything 
in my name, I will do it. Hith- 
erto have ye asked nothing in 
my name: ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive, that your joy may be 
full.” 

The above Scriptures show 
that prayer is asking something 
of God, but at the back of the 
asking there must be a strong 
desire for the thing asked for. 
Calling upon God asking Him 
for something without a sense 
of need, without feeling that we 
must have them would be 
mockery, such prayer in the 
ears of God would be empty 
words and our hearts must re- 
main just as empty after re- 
| peating them as before. Before 
| we can pray right we must ap- 
|prehend the omnipresence of 
|God; that is we must believe 
| that He is present with us. If 
we pray to God as if He were off 
| somewhere else we may call as 
loud as the prophets of Baal 
with no better success. True 
prayer contains the idea of a 
present God of infinite fullness. 
—(Lee). To pray right we 
must believe that He is able to 
do what we ask of Him. With 
God all things are possible, is 
anything too hard for Thee? 

Before prayer can be effectual 
it must be offered in the name 
of Jesus, He says “At that day 
ye shall ask in my name.” John 
16:26, Many prayers are not 
answered because the author 
ignores the name of Jesus. If 
you should send a telegram or 
letter to some one it would have 
to be addressed right or it 
would not reach its destiny, so it 
is with our prayers they have to 
be addressed to the Father in 
the name of Jesus. 

I heard of a man who did not. 
believe in Jesus that got in 
trouble and he cried to God to 
help him but he _ received no 
help, finally he cried out saying,

“For he that 
cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek 
him.” Faith is an essential ele- 
ment of prayer, without it 
prayer will be in vain. If we 
have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed nothing shall be impossible 
to us. Matt. 17:20. 


Many of us pray like the old 
woman. Some one told her if 
she had faith as a mustard seed 
she could ask anything of God 
and He would do it, so there was 
a large mountain at the back of 
her house and she wanted it out 
of the way. One night she 
prayed and asked God to move 
the mountain, the next morning 
she looked out of the window to 
see if the mountain was gone 
and it was still there, and she 
said “it is just as I expected, the 
mountain is still there.” She 
prayed but did not expect God 
to answer her prayer, I won- 
der if that is not the way with 
some of us, God forbid that it 
should be. 

Next our prayer must be ac- 
cording to the will of God. 

“And this is the confidence 
that we have in him, that, if we 
ask anything according to his 
will, he heareth us.”

We should never desire 
anything contrary to His will. 
In every prayer it should be ex- 
pressed or implied, “not my 
will but thine be done.” Many 
of us ask amiss and receive not 
because we ask for that which 
is contrary to His will. 

Next we must be willing to do 
all that is in our power to bring 
our prayers to pass. Prayer and 
faith will profit nothing unless 
we do our part. Suppose some 
brother was hungry and need- 
ed something to eat, and I had 
a pocket full of money «and 
ask God to supply his needs but 
would not give of my money to 
supply them do you think he 
would answer my prayer? No, 
for James says, “faith without 
~vorks is Gead.” See James 
2:14-26. 

There was once a rich farmer 
who belonged to the church and 
had his family prayer every 
morning, and would pray for 
the poor and:needy. Near him 
lived an old widow and_ her 
children who were in need of 
something to eat, so one morn- 
ing he prayed “Lord help the 
poor widow and _ her children 
and give them something to 
eat.” When he quit praving his 
little girl said, “Papa I wish I 
had your corn crib,” He said.
